No notice was 
given to the Committee of the reported condition of the school, until 
after a general desertion occurred. _ A little inquiry proved that 
many of the rumors had scarcely a shadow of truth in them. And 
the conclusion on the part of the Committee is that had the teacher 
heen reasonably sustained by the district, and the proper course heen 
pursued, the school might have been measurably successful. When 
evil reports of a school arise, their truthfulness should be inquired 
into, and if found to be corect, the lawful and just remedy can be 
applied. Herein I think a grave mistake was made im the present 
case. “After the close of the school, under Miss*Tilton, Julie E. 
Flanders taught a few weeks i: a quiet and profitable way.

Both Terms were taught by Sally Ann Tucker, who is by no means 
behind younger teachers in thoroughness, energy and originality.

The class in Geography in 
the winter term did nobly. The scholars were young, and backward 
at the opening ofthe school, but they advanced beyond my expecta- 

‘ tions. Diligence and close application on the part of the teacher 
and pupils, alone could have secured such resuits. 


The forezoing reports are claimed to be honest if not correct state- 
ments of the condition of the schools named. It is with schools, as 
with men, if judged of by their faults alone, all must be condemned. 
Their good qualities are to be taken into the account. Considering 
that ours are mixed country schools, contending with great disadvan- 
tages, 1 see not how one can conclude otherwise’ than that they have 
been as profitable as one reasonably couJd expect. Many of our 
teachers have been inexcusable for not having strict order, which, in 
all our schools, could have been secured, if it had been demanded 
with determination. Most of the common school teachers are defect- 
ive in education. The quantity is sufficient but the quality is often 
poor. They generally lack a critical, thorough, knowledge of the 
first principles of the branches which they teach. It is the result, to 
a great degree, of a careless education, and not of deficient intellect, 
Citizens have taken an interest in visiting their schools, as will ap- 
pear by consulting the annexed table. 

My services as Commmittee may have been of little value, but I 
have spared neither time nor pains in attending to the schools, 

The kind consideration of Prudential Committees, Teachers, Schol- 
ars and Parents, in their several relations to the Superintending Com- 
mitte, is sincerely appreciated.
